1. FOR GENEVA: MISSION SHOULD INFORMALLY CONVEY TO UNHCR 
DEPARTMENT' S HOPE THAT THERE WILL BE A SMOOTH TRANSITION 
BETWEEN ITS RELIEF PROGRAM IN THE SOUTHERN SUDAN AND AN 
EFFECTIVE UNDP PROGRAM. AS APPROPRIATE, MISSION MAY SAY 
THAT SHORTLY BEFORE HIS CAPTURE AND TRAGIC DEATH, THE LATE 
AMBASSADOR NOEL STRESSED TO DEPARTMENT THE IMPORTANCE HE 
ATTACHED TO THIS SUBJECT. IN ADDITION TO DRAWING ON
